Anczura mentioned that Orbls (Che Polish State Travel 
Agency) was considering buying a Chicago travel bureau. 
Anczura was seeking Dr. Slkora' s opinion as to the 
soundest travel business In Chicago so that Orbls might 
consider purchasing It. At this stage, Anczura did not 
want the Consulate In Chicago to be Involved In this 
purchase and he asked Dr. Slkora If he would consider ' 
traveling to New York to meet with the head of Orbls to 
discuss with him the financial condition of soma of the 
Chicago travel bureaus.

Road, Chicago. Anczura was observed to place his luggage 
In room 103 at this motel and then leave with Micklewlcz 
and proceeded to. his residence which they entered at 
approximately 8:27 p»m. They remained there until 11:02 
p.m., at which tin&Anfezura returned to the Travel. Lodge 
Motel.

CG T-3 has learned that Anczura had made an 
appointment on October 18, 1975, to have lunch with 
Jozef'Bialaslewicz, Associate Editor of the Chicago dally 
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Polish language newspaper "Dzierailk Zwlazkowy" whom 
Anczura hod known during Che elms that he served In 
Chicago. Eventually CG T-3 learned from Males levlcz 
that Anczura had two areas that he wanted to discuss with 
him. The first of these pertained to reporting In the 
Polish language media In the U.S. concerning economic 
.relations between the U.S. and Poland. Anczura had 
asked Blalaslewicz his opinion of reporting In this 
area, and he told him that it was adequate and reflected 
the current state of economic relations between the two 
countries and the fact that the Polish economy was pros- 
pering from aid from the U.S. Anczura replied that the 
Polish Government had some concern over this wide range 
of reporting In the Poll ah media in the U.S. ae some of 
these publications ere reaching Poland end are being 
widely read throughout the count ry. This has caused 
some concern on the part of the Soviet Union as they 
feel that the Polish language media from the U.S. ts being 
too widely distributed wtthln Poltfnd and particularly 
those publications concerning U.S. economic aid to Poland. 
Because of the concern of the Soviet Union for the image 
of the U.S. in Poland, the Soviets are bringing pressure . 
on War a ay to attempt to eliminate too amh favorable 
reporting on U.S. economic eld to Poland.
